Article  3 :  It  was  moved  by  Malcolm  J.  Stevenson  and 
seconded  by  Bettina  Dederick  to  pass  by  this  Article 
until  all  other  Articles  of  the  Warrant  had  been  acted 
upon.  After  some  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for 
a  voice  vote.  This  being  inconclusive  the  Moderator 
then  called  for  a  standing  vote,  resulting  in  52  in  favor 
of  passing  over  Article  3,  and  51  opposed. 

Article  4:  ($5,000  Raised)  Anthony  Pepitone  made 
the  motion,  seconded  by  Orville  K.  Bassett  and  duly 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  truck  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  5:  ($37,500  Raised)  Allen  E.  Hazen  moved 
and  Alistair  D.  MacBain  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $37,500.00  for  Highway  pur- 
poses, as  follows:  Summer— $12,800.00;  Winter— $14,- 
700.00;  General  Expense  and  Construction  $10,000.00. 
Following  brief  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted. 

Article  6:  ($1,000  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller,  seconded  by  John  L.  Stevenson  and  duly  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  addi- 
tional oiling  of  Town  roads.  It  was  explained  by  the 
Selectmen  that  this  was  a  separate  expense,  not  includ- 
ed in  General  Expense  and  Construction  under  Article 
5. 
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Article  7:  ($1,300  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Anthony 
Pepitone  and  seconded  by  John  Mcllwaine  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00  for  Health  Department 
and  $1,000.00  for  Littleton  Hospital.  An  amendment 
was  offered  by  Howard  N.  Reach  and  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Miller,  as  follows:  To  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $150.00  for  the  District  Nurses  Association, 
$150.00  for  Health  Department  and  $1,000.00  for  Lit- 
tleton Hospital.  The  amendment  passed.  After  brief 
discussion  the  Article  as  amended  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  8:  ($1,045.28  Raised)  Allen  E.  Hazen  made 
the  motion,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,045.28  for  Town  Road  Aid. 
Under  discussion  of  this  Article  the  following  facts 
were  pointed  out :  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  furnish- 
es the  Town  with  six  times  the  amount  of  our  appro- 
priation. The  money  is  to  be  used  on  construction  or 
reconstruction  of  roads  and  where  it  is  used  is  decided 
by  both  the  State  and  the  Town.  The  Article  was  voted 
and  passed. 

Article  9:  ($700  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller,  seconded  by  George  T.  Noyes  and  duly  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  for  the  White 
Mountains  Region  Association  and  Town  Signs. 

Article  10:  ($4,235.45  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  An- 
thony Pepitone  and  seconded  by  Orville  K.  Bassett  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,235.45  for  Adver- 
tising and/or  Related  purposes.  After  some  discussion 
the  Article  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  11:  ($1,200  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Allen 
E.  Hazen,  seconded  by  Mrs.  F.  Gordon  Miller  and  duly 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  to 
maintain  an  Information  Booth  during  the  Summer 
Season  of  1969.  Under  discussion  of  this  Article,  it  was 
advised  that  the  location  of  the  Information  Booth 
would  return  to  it's  former  location. 
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Article  12:  It  was  moved  by  George  T.  Noyes,  sec- 
onded by  Mrs.  Peter  W.  Smith  and  duly  voted  to  author- 
ize the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by 
Deed  of  the  Tax  Collector. 

Article  13:  ($416.67  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Miller  and  seconded  by  Margaret  Hildreth  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  the  elderly  population  of  the  White 
Mountain  Drop-In  Center,  contingent  upon  a  decision 
of  the  legality  of  this  appropriation  by  the  State  Tax 
Commission.  An  amendment  was  offered  by  George  T. 
Noyes,  seconded  by  Michael  D.  Whitcomb,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  an  amount  equal  to  1/6  of  the  amount 
raised  and  appropriated  by  the  Town  of  Littleton,  not 
to  exceed  $500.  After  considerable  discussion  and  many 
questions  directed  to  Mr.  Edson  J.  Scholz  a  division  vote 
was  called  for  by  the  Moderator  and  the  amendment 
was  passed  82  to  35.  The  Article  as  amended  was  then 
passed  by  division  vote  of  103  to  16. 

Article  14:  ($150  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Anthony 
Pepitone,  seconded  by  Howard  N.  Reach  and  duly  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00  for  the  in- 
stallation of  Town  Signs  and  Monuments  along  Town 
Boundaries. 

Article  15 :  This  Article  was  passed  by  ballot  vote  on 
the  Non-partisan  ballot  with  213  favorable,  49  unfavor- 
able ballots  cast.  Mr.  John  Rolli  brought  to  light  the 
fact  that  there  was  an  error  in  printing  the  Chapter 
number  of  the  Statute  covering  this  Article.  It  was 
then  moved  by  Anthony  Pepitone,  seconded  by  Floyd 
S.  Brown  and  duly  voted  that  it  be  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  that  the  ballot  votes  applied  to  Chapter  287, 
Revised  Statutes,  1955. 
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Article  16:  ($200  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Allen  E. 
Hazen  and  seconded  by  Orville  K.  Bassett  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  White  Moun- 
tains 93  Association's  "Ski  93".  After  some  discussion 
the  Article  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  17:  ($898  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  and  duly  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $898.00  for  the 
benefit  of  the  White  Mountain  Community  Services, 
Inc. 

Article  18:  It  was  moved  by  Anthony  Pepitone,  and 
seconded  by  Edward  C.  Garneau  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  close  Jellison  Avenue  from  Fairview 
Avenue  to  Congress  Street  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 
Mr.  Malcolm  J.  Stevenson  mentioned  that  this  is  a  pre- 
cinct street.  After  brief  discussion  the  Article  was  voted 
and  passed. 

Article  19:  ($350  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Allen  E. 
Hazen,  seconded  by  Marjorie  Miller  and  duly  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $350.00  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  chairs  and  tables  for  the  Country  Club  rec- 
reation room. 

Article  20:  ($2,000  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller,  seconded  by  Howard  N.  Keach  and  duly  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  hydrant 
repairs  and  moves  and  to  cover  any  cost  of  repairs  to 
town-owned  water  lines. 

Article  21:  ($1,500  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Anthony 
Pepitone  and  seconded  by  Orville  K.  Bassett  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  complete  the  extension  of 
the  water  line  across  the  U.S.  Highway  302  at  Pierce 
Bridge  for  the  further  benefit  of  residents  in  this  area. 
An  amendment  was  offered  by  Malcolm  J.  Stevenson 
and  seconded  by  Charles  H.  Whittier  adding  "The  cost 
to  be  paid  back  to  the  Town  by  water  rents  established 
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by  the  Board  of  Selectmen".  The  Amendment  was  pass- 
ed and  the  Article  as  amended  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  22:  ($150  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  and  duly  voted 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Plan- 
ning Board  of  five  legal  voters  of  the  Town,  to  work 
with  the  Selectmen,  for  the  purpose  of  making  recom- 
mendations with  reference  to  planning  and  zoning  for 
the  Town,  and  to  propose  regulations  for  consideration 
at  future  town  meetings  or  special  meetings  called  by 
the  Selectmen  at  any  Date.  The  Board  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  one  member  shall  be 
reappointed  or  replaced  yearly  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  shall  be  the  member  whose  term  expires  the 
following  year.  Also  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $150.00  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  23:  It  was  moved  by  Allen  E.  Hazen,  second- 
ed by  Floyd  S.  Brown  and  duly  voted  for  the  Town  to 
accept  a  gift  of  land,  and  take  over  roads  now  owned 
by  George  T.  Noyes,  to  wit,  Turner  Street,  Ivie  Lane 
and  Noyes  Street.  Said  streets  are  recorded  in  the  Graf- 
ton County  Register  of  Deeds.  Subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  24:  It  was  moved  by  Allen  E.  Hazen,  seconded 
by  Charles  H.  Whittier  and  duly  voted  for  the  Town  to 
accept  a  gift  of  land,  and  take  over  the  street  now  own- 
ed by  Howard  N.  Keach,  Charles  A.  Lavoie  and  George 
T.  Noyes,  known  as  Blandin  Street.  Said  street  is  re- 
corded in  the  Grafton  County  Register  of  Deeds.  Sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  25 :  ($6,000  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  Anthony 
Pepitone,  seconded  by  Charles  A.  Lavoie  and  duly  voted 
for  the  Town  to  extend  a  water  line  from  Route  302 
along  Lower  Brook  Road  a  distance  of  approximately 
eleven  hundred  (1,100)  feet  by  installation  of  a  six  (6) 
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inch  line,  together  with  two  (2)  hydrants,  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  Six  Thousand  Dollars  ($6,000.00)  ;  and  to 
take  over  and  maintain  a  one  (1)  inch  water  line  pres- 
ently in  operation  and  located  on  Upper  Brook  Road 
(subject  to  individual  shut-off  valves  being  installed  by 
the  individual  homeowners),  the  extension  of  said  line 
on  Lower  Brook  Road  and  the  maintenance  of  the  above 
described  line  on  Upper  Brook  Road  to  be  contingent 
upon  the  written  undertaking  of  the  various  lot  owners 
on  said  Lower  Brook  Road  and  Upper  Brook  Road  to 
reimburse  the  Town  for  the  annual  cost  of  said  exten- 
sion by  the  payment  annually  of  water  taxes.  Subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  voters  of  the  Bethlehem  Village 
District  at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  1969.  The  words 
"subject  to  individual  shut-off  valves  being  installed  by 
the  individual  homeowners"  were  inserted  by  an  amend- 
ment offered  by  Anthony  Pepitone,  seconded  by  Mal- 
colm J.  Stevenson  and  duly  voted. 

Article  26:  It  was  moved  by  Anthony  Pepitone,  sec- 
onded by  Orville  K.  Bassett  and  unanimously  voted  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the 
credit  of  the  Town  the  sum  of  money  raised  and  appro- 
priated in  Article  25,  and  for  this  purpose  authorize  the 
issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  or  any  other  enabling  authority,  delegating  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date, 
maturities,  payment,  the  form  and  other  details  of  said 
bonds  or  notes,  and  of  providing  for  the  sale  thereof. 
Subject  to  the  approval  of  Article  Number  25  at  the 
Annual  Bethlehem  Village  District  Meeting  in  1969. 

Article  27:  ($13,000  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John 
C.  Keller,  seconded  by  Edward  C.  Garneau  and  duly 
voted  to  extend  a  water  line  from  the  McFarland  resi- 
dence on  the  Brook  Road  a  distance  of  approximately 
twenty-eight  hundred  (2,800)  feet  along  land  of  Ray- 
mond J.  Little  by  installation  of  a  six   (6)   inch  line, 
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together  with  three  (3)  Hydrants,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  thirteen  thousand  dollars  ($13,000.00),  the  ex- 
tension of  said  line  on  the  Brook  Road  to  be  contingent 
upon  the  written  undertaking  of  Raymond  J.  Little  to 
reimburse  the  Town  for  the  annual  cost  of  said  exten- 
sion until  the  cost  of  said  extension  is  fully  paid.  Said 
extension  is  further  contingent  upon  the  Littleton 
Water  &  Light  Department  supplying  all  water  and 
undertaking  all  maintenance  of  said  line,  said  mainte- 
nance to  be  paid  for  by  water  taxes  to  be  paid  to  the 
Littleton  Water  &  Light  Department. 

Article  28 :  It  was  moved  by  John  C.  Keller,  seconded 
by  Bela  Sveda  and  unanimously  voted  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Town 
the  sum  of  money  raised  and  appropriated  in  Article 

27,  and  for  this  purpose  authorize  the  issue  of  serial 
notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any 
other  enabling  authority,  delegating  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities, 
denominations,  the  interest  rate,  or  discount  rate  in 
case  of  notes,  the  place  of  payment,  the  form  and  other 
details  of  said  bonds  or  notes,  and  of  providing  for  the 
sale  thereof 

Article  29:  ($4,000  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller,  seconded  by  Mrs.  John  M.  Considine  and  duly 
voted  to  extend  a  water  line  from  the  present  line  at 
Pierce  Bridge  a  distance  of  twelve  hundred  (1,200) 
feet,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  Four  Thousand  Dollars 
($4,000.00)  along  Beech  Hill  Road,  the  extension  of 
said  line  on  Beech  Hill  Road  to  be  contingent  upon  the 
written  undertaking  of  various  lot  owners  on  said 
Beech  Hill  road  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  the  annual 
cost  of  said  extension  by  the  payment  annually  of  water 
taxes.  Said  extension  also  to  be  contingent  upon  the 
transfer  to  the  Town  of  an  additional  fifteen  (15)  feet 
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of  right  of  way  along  Beech  Hill  Road  by  Bela  Sveda 
along  the  length  of  his  property.  Also  contingent  upon 
approval  of  the  voters  of  the  Bethlehem  Village  District 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1969. 

Article  30:  It  was  moved  by  John  C.  Keller,  seconded 
by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  and  unanimously  voted  to  autho- 
rize the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of 
the  Town  the  sum  of  money  raised  and  appropriated  in 
Article  29,  and  for  this  purpose  authorize  the  issue  of 
the  serial  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  or  any  other  enabling  authority  delegating  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date, 
maturities,  denominations,  the  interest  rate,  or  the  dis- 
count rate  in  case  of  note,  the  place  of  payment,  the 
form  and  other  details  of  said  bonds  or  notes,  and  of 
providing  for  the  sale  thereof. 

Article  31:  ($8,000  Raised)  It  was  moved  by  John  C. 
Keller  and  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  that  the 
Town  vote  for  revaluation  of  all  properties  and  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  to  defray  charges 
for  the  same.  As  the  petition  for  this  Article  contained 
a  request  for  a  secret  ballot  the  Moderator  ordered  that 
a  secret  ballot  be  taken.  The  question  was  asked  of  the 
Selectmen  as  to  whether  $8,000.00  would  be  enough  to 
accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  Article.  Mr.  Keller  an- 
swered for  the  Selectmen  saying  that  he  had  been  as- 
sured by  a  representative  of  the  Tax  Commission  that 
$8,000.00  would  be  sufficient.  After  some  further  dis- 
cussion the  Moderator  called  for  the  balloting.  The  re- 
sult of  the  ballot  was  77  in  favor  of  the  Article  and  68 
opposed.  The  Article  passed. 
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Under  other  business  to  legally  come  before  the  meet- 
ing, it  was  moved  by  George  T.  Noyes,  and  seconded  by 
Charles  H.  Whittier  and  Howard  N.  Keach  that  the 
opening  hour  of  the  polls  for  future  Town  Meetings  be 
9:00  A.M.  This  motion  was  passed. 

No  other  business  coming  before  the  meeting,  the  Mod- 
erator declared  the  meeting  adjourned  at  10:30  P.M.

ZONING  REGULATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

For  The 

TOWN  OF  BETHLEHEM,  N.H. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  Zoning  Regulations  and  Restrictions,  and 
promoting  health,  safety,  morals,  and  the  general  Welfare  of  the  community 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  Revised  N.H.  Statute  Annotated. 

DEFINITIONS 

In  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of  these  Regulations  and  Restric- 
tions, all  words  other  than  those  specifically  below  shall  have  the  meanings 
implied  by  their  context,  or  their  ordinarily  accepted  meanings. 

—The  present  tense  includes  the  future  tense,  the  singular  number  in- 
cludes the  plural,  and  the  plural  number  includes  the  singular. 
DISTRICT  NO.  I— This  district  shall  include  all  that  area  of  said  town  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  the  Bethlehem  Village  District. 
DISTRICT  NO.  2— This  district  shall  include  all  that  area  of  said  Town  of 
Bethlehem  lying  outside  of  said  Bethlehem  Village  District. 

The  following  regulations  and  restrictions  in  in  force  in  DISTRICT  I. 

REGULATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

DISTRICT  NO.  I 

A  building  may  be  erected,  altered,  or  used,  and  a  lot  may  be  used  or 
occupied  only  for  the  following  purposes  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions. 

A.  Permitted  uses  are  as  follows: 

1.  Single  and  two  family  dwellings  and  uses  accessory  thereto. 

2.  Municipal  recreation,  water  supply,  public  utilities. 

3.  Golf  courses. 

4.  Motels,  Hotels,  Guest  Homes  and  Overnight  Cabins. 

5.  Recreational  ground  for  games  and  sports,  except  those,  a  chief  ac- 
tivity of  which  is  customarily  carried  on  primarily  for  gain. 

6.  Home  gardens  when  incidental  to  primary  residential  use  but  exclud- 
ing any  use  injurious,  noxious  or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood. 

7.  Churches. 

8.  Day  Nurseries  and  Kindergartens. 

9.  Schools. 

10.  Apartment  houses. 
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B.  The  following  exceptions  are  permitted  upon  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment. 

1.  Business  or  professional  office,  studio,  financial  institutions,  passenger 
stations  for  public  transportation. 

2.  Retail  establishments  for  the  sale  and/or  repair  of  food,  clothing, 
drugs,  jewelry,  scientific  instruments,  and  other  general  merchandise. 

3.  Restaurant,  tearoom,  cafe,  or  ice  cream  parlor. 

4.  Bakery,  confectionery,  or  custom  shop  for  the  production  of  articles 
to  be  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises. 

5.  Personal  service  shop,  including  tailor,  barber,  beauty  salon,  shoe 
repair. 

6.  Laundry  and  Dry  Cleaning  Establishments. 

7.  Forestry,  agriculture,  garden  or  nursery  not  in  any  way  injurious, 
offensive  and/or  obnoxious  to  the  general  neighborhood. 

8.  Mobilehome  parks. 

9.  Cemeteries. 

10.  Governmental  uses. 

11.  Hospital,  convalescent  home,  sanitarium,  institutions  of  philanthropic 
use. 

12.  Funeral  Parlors. 

13.  Service  station  and  auto  repair  shops,  including  the  sale  of  new  and 
used  cars. 

14.  Clubs. 

15.  Places  of  amusement  or  assembly. 

16.  Private  recreation  areas,  private  parks,  picnic  grounds  and  other 
recreation  uses  without  permanent  structures. 

17.  Condominiums. 

C.  Lot  Requirements: 

1.  Minimum  lot  frontage— one  hundred  <100)  feet. 

2.  Minimum  lot  size— twenty  thousand  (20.000)  square  feet. 

DISTRICT  2 

The  following  regulations  and  restrictions  are  now  in  force  in  District  2. 

A  building  may  be  erected,  altered,  or  used,  and  a  lot  may  be  used  or 
occupied  only  for  the  following  purposes  and  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing provisions. 

A.    Permitted  uses  are  as  follows: 

1.  Any  permitted  or  excepted  use  in  District  I. 

2.  Drive-in  theatres. 

3.  Aviation  uses. 

4.  Farms  and  general  forestry. 

5.  Removal  of  sand,  fill,  gravel,  stone,  or  loam  for  commercial  purposes 
from  the  premises  provided  that: 

1.  Within  one  month  of  completion  the  area  is  made  safe  and  sightly 
by  grading,  leaving  no  slope  greater  than  two  to  one,  nor  any 
possibility  of  standing  water  and/or  where  found  more  desirable 
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by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  through  fencing  in  the  area  of  excava- 
tion. 

2.  A  bond  is  posted  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  by 
the  applicant  in  an  amount  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
sufficient  to  guarantee  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Sub-Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  section. 

3.  Permits  for  the  removal  of  sand,  fill,  gravel,  stone  or  loam  as 
above  stated  shall  be  reviewed  and  may  be  renewed  annually. 

7.  Any  use  customarily  accessory  to  any  of  the  above  permitted  uses 
provided  such  use  is  not  injurious,  noxious  or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood. 

B.  The  following  exceptions  are  permitted  upon  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment. 

1.  Any  manufacturing  or  industrial  use  including  processing,  fabrica- 
tion and  assembly  provided  that  no  such  use  shall  be  permitted  that  will 
be  detrimental  or  offensive  or  tend  to  reduce  property  values. 

2.  Public  utility  buildings,  structures  and  lines. 

3.  Construction  yards,  auto  dismantling  yards,  used  parts  yards,  junk 
yards. 

4.  Trailers  and  mobile  homes. 

5.  Any  use  of  the  same  general  character  as  any  of  the  uses  herein 
before  mentioned  which  are  in  conformity  with  and  not  detrimental  to  the 
area  and  district. 

C.  Lot  Requirements 

1.  Minimum  lot  frontage— one  hundred  <  100)  feet. 

2.  Minimum  lot  size— forty  thousand  (40,000)  square  feet. 

GENERAL    PROVISIONS 

1.  Any  lawful  building  cr  other  structure,  or  any  lawful  use  of  a  build- 
ing or  other  structure  or  land,  existing  on  the  effective  date  of  this  regula- 
tion, which  does  not  conform  with  the  provisions  of  this  regulation,  shall 
be  considered  a  lawful  nonconforming  building,  structure,  or  use,  and  may 
be  continued,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided. 

2.  Any  lawful  nonconforming  building  may  be  increased  in  area  up  to 
25%  of  its  area  on  the  effective  date  of  this  regulation  when  granted  as  a 
special  exception  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

3.  Any  lawful  nonconforming  building  or  other  structure  which  has 
been  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire,  explosion,  windstorm,  or  other  similar 
active  cause,  to  an  extent  of  not  more  than  fifty  '50)  percent  of  the  replace- 
ment value,  may  be  reconstructed  on  the  same  location,  provided  that  (1) 
the  reconstructed  building  or  structure  shall  not  exceed  the  height,  area,  or 
volume  of  the  damaged  or  destroyed  building  or  structure,  and  (2)  the 
reconstruction  shall  begin  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  damage  or 
destruction  and  shall  be  carried  on  without  interruption.  If  a  lawful  non- 
conforming building  has  been  damaged  or  destroyed  by  the  aforementioned 
cause  to  an  extent  of  more  than  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  replacement  value, 
such  building  may  be  reconstructed  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  regu- 
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lations  if  authorized  as  a  special  exception  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Ad- 
justment. The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  order  the  removal,  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner,  of  any  building  damaged  as  outlined  above  that  has  not  been 
repaired  or  removed  within  one  (1)  year  from  date  of  damage. 

4.  If  a  lawful  nonconforming  use  of  a  building  or  other  structure  is 
abandoned  or  discontinued  for  a  continuous  period  of  one  (1)  year  or  more, 
subsequent  use  of  such  building  or  land  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  regulation. 

5.  No  junk  yard  may  continue  as  a  nonconforming  use,  without  special 
permit  from  Board  of  Adjustment  for  more  than  one  year  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  regulation. 

6.  No  person,  persons,  partnership,  or  corporation  shall  transport  gar- 
bage or  rubbish  without  the  same  being  thoroughly  protected  from  exposure 
or  leakage,  or  in  an  unsanitary  manner;  nor  dump  or  leave  the  same  in 
any  other  place  than  that  provided  for  said  purpose. 

7.  No  dwelling  or  other  structure  may  be  erected  which  does  not  at 
least  conform  in  general  value  to  other  structures  and  dwellings  in  the 
neighborhood,  and  no  structure  shall  be  erected  which  manifestly  depreciates 
the  value  of  existing  property  in  the  neighborhood. 

8.  No  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  erected  or  constructed  upon 
land  fronting  on  any  street  within  sixty  (60)  feet  of  the  center  of  said  street. 

SIGNS 

1.  No  land  or  building  shall  be  used  for  the  erection  or  display  of  signs, 
other  than  for  advertising  the  use  and/or  sale  of  premises  thereon;  and  then 
only  in  such  number,  style  and  design  as  shall  be  approved  in  writing  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  nor  used  in  a  manner  that  is  disorderly,  unsightly, 
noxious,  offensive,  or  detrimental  to  the  public,  or  to  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  adjacent  property,  or  prejudicial  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  community. 

2.  Signs  shall  not  project  over  public  rights  of  way. 

3.  Signs  and  structures  shall  not  be  illuminated  in  any  manner  which 
causes  undue  distraction,  confusion  or  hazard  to  vehicular  traffic. 

ENFORCEMENT 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  duly  authorized 
agent  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

2.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected  or  altered  until  the  pro- 
posed user  has  first  secured  a  building  permit  from  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, or  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  as  hereinafter  provided, 
authorizing  such  construction  or  alteration.  Applications  for  building  permits 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  forms  supplied  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  contain  such  information  as  the  Board  may  require  to  ascertain 
whether  the  proposed  building  or  structure  and  its  intended  use  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued 
until  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  certified  that  the  proposed  building  and 
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an  application,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  issue  a  building  permit  to 
its  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations.  Upon  approval  of 
the  applicant  authorizing  such  construction  or  alteration.  No  building  permit 
shall  be  required  for  repairs  or  maintenance  necessitated  by  ordinary  wear 
and  tear  or  for  remodeling  where  the  total  cost  of  such  work,  including 
materials  will  not  exceed  One  Thousand  <  1,000.00)  dollars,  and  providing 
the  purpose  for  which  the  building  is  to  be  used  is  not  changed. 

3.  A  building  permit  shall  become  void  if  (1)  operations  are  not  begun 
within  six  months  from  date  of  issuance  of  the  permit;  and  (2)  if  at  the 
termination  of  two  years  from  date  of  the  permit  the  exterior  of  the  build- 
ing remains  in  an  uncompleted  condition.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  duly 
authorized  agent  shall  order  the  completion  or  removal,  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner,  of  such  uncompleted  buildings,  unless  an  extension  of  the  permit 
is  granted  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

4.  Building  permits  shall  not  be  issued  for  building  on  land  of  such 
character  that  it  cannot  be  safely  used  because  of  danger  to  life,  health  and 
property  from  flood  or  other  menace  until  appropriate  measures  have  been 
taken  by  the  owner  to  eliminate  such  hazards. 

5.  Should  the  Board  of  Selectmen  fail  to  take  action  on  an  application 
for  a  building  permit,  the  applicant  may  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30) 
days  from  the  date  of  filing  apply  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a 
building  permit. 

6.  Appeals  to  the  board  of  adjustment  may  be  taken  by  any  person 
aggrieved  or  by  any  officer,  department,  board  or  bureau  of  the  municipali- 
ty affected  by  any  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Such  appeal  shall 
be  taken  within  a  reasonable  time  as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  board, 
by  filing  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken  and 
with  the  board  a  notice  of  appeal  specifying  the  grounds  thereof.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken  shall  forthwith  transmit 
to  the  board  all  the  papers  constituting  the  record  upon  which  the  action 
appealed  from  was  taken. 

7.  Upon  any  well  founded  information  that  these  regulations  are  being 
violated,  the  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  these  regulations  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  or  by 
any  other  legal  action. 

8.  These  regulations  may  be  amended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 
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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  these  regulations  and  thereafter 
as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  make 
appointments  to  a  Board  of  Adjustment  of  five  members,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board,  conforming  in  duties  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  Thereafter 
as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  appointing  authority  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  filling  vacancies  and  maintaining  full  membership  and  term 
of  office  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  67,  Chapter  31,  N.H. 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

PENALTY 

Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  these  regulations  shall  be  fined  no  more  than  ten  dollars  upon 
conviction  for  each  day  such  violation  may  exist. 

AMENDMENTS 

These  regulations  may  be  amended  in  accordance  with  Chapter  31  of 
the  N.H.  Revised  Statute  Annotated,  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular 
Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment  has  received  a  preliminary  public 
hearing  and  a  final  public  hearing  by  the  legislative  body,  which  hearing 
has  been  advertised  and  given  a  legal  fifteen-day  notice;  or  when  such 
amendment  has  been  published  in  its  entirety  in  the  warrant  calling  for 
the  meeting. 

SEPARABILITY 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  these  regulations  shall  not 
invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  hereof. 

EFFECTIVE  DATE 

These  Regulations  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Bethlehem  School 
District: 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with  pleasure  I 
submit  my  fourth  annual  report  to  you. 

During  the  past  year  (1968-1969)  there  were  203 
pupils  enrolled  in  Bethlehem  School.  The  average 
membership  was  167.4. 

This  school  year,  there  are  177  pupils  attending 
Bethlehem  School.  There  is  a  total  of  76  tuition  pupils 
registered  in  schools  outside  the  district.  Of  this  num- 
ber, one  is  enrolled  in  Littleton  Junior  High,  73  are  en- 
rolled in  Littleton  High  School,  one  in  St.  Johnsbury 
Trade  School,  and  one  in  the  White  Mountains  Regional 
High  School.  Tuition  rates  this  year  at  Littleton  are 
$595.00  Junior  High  and  $725.00  High  School.  The  tui- 
tion rate  this  year  at  White  Mountains  Regional  High 
School  is  $710.00. 

Your  central  office  has  worked  closely  with  Mr.  May 
and  your  School  Board  this  past  year,  and  it  has  been 
found  that  in  the  additional  Pupil  Personnel  Services 
area,  Mr.  Dan  Worcester  has  been  extremely  helpful 
with  several  children  in  this  district. 

It  appears  that  long  last  the  combined  boards  of  all 
districts  in  the  White  Mountains  Supervisory  Union 
No.  35  are  tackling  a  very  serious  problem;  namely, 
those  children  that  have  not  been  adjusting  to  the  con- 
ventional school  program.  I  feel  certain  that  more  em- 
phasis will  be  placed  in  this  area  in  the  immediate 
future. 
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Your  staff,  led  by  Mr.  May,  principal,  has  initiated 
several  changes  in  program  as  noted  in  another  report. 
The  morale  continues  to  be  high,  and  this  can  be 
charged  primarily  to  the  fact  that  your  Board  has  been 
conscious  of,  and  has  worked  closely  with  this  office, 
your  local  administration,  and  the  teachers. 

The  1970-71  budget  has  been  reviewed  in  great  detail 
at  many  meetings  by  your  local  board,  and  it  would 
appear  that  your  continued  support  in  this  area  will 
keep  the  Bethlehem  public  school  moving  in  a  positive 
way. 

In  closing,  may  I  thank  each  of  you,  your  School 
Board,  your  Administrator,  and  teaching  staff  for  the 
support  that  is  continually  developing  a  better  educa- 
tional program.

A  very  successful  school  year  was  made  possible  by 
the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Bethlehem  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, Supervisory  Union  #35  Administration,  and  the 
Faculty  of  Bethlehem  School. 

Mrs.  Juanita  Gilpin  has  continued  her  effective  role 
as  Nurse  of  the  Bethlehem  School.  She  has  been  able  to 
reach  out  further  into  the  community  and  aid  the  youth 
of  our  community. 

Mrs.  Marian  Callender  presented  two  very  fine  chil- 
dren's musical  programs.  The  Christmas  Cantata  and 
the  Spring  Folk  Festival  gave  children  of  the  Bethle- 
hem School  an  excellent  opportunity  to  exhibit  their 
latent  talents. 

This  year  the  Bethlehem  School  has  obtained  the  ad- 
ditional services  of  Mrs.  Kay  Brown,  Hot  Lunch  Con- 
sultant; Mr.  Charles  Melnick,  Curriculum  Consultant 
and  Mr.  Dan  Worcester,  Pupil  Personnel. 

These  Consultants  are  made  available  to  the  staff  of 
the  school  through  the  Supervisory  Union  #35. 

We,  the  staff  of  the  Bethlehem  School,  with  the  coop- 
eration of  the  Consultants  at  the  school  Union  level 
have  made  the  following  innovations :

2.  Independent  Study  Programs  for  students  of 
Grades  6-8 

3.  Developmental  Reading,  Sophistication  of  Read- 
ing Skills  Grades  7-8. 

4.  Student  Council  for  Grade  8. 

5.  Math  Workshop  for  Teachers  of  Grades  5-8. 

6.  Psychiatric  Consultant  Services  for  disturbed 
youngsters. 
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7.  Early  Identification  of  Children  with  Multiple 
Learning  Disabilities  Workshop  for  Teachers  of 
all  Grades. 

8.  Increased  Administration  time  at  the  Bethlehem 
School. 

9.  Full  time  Remedial  Reading  Program. 

Bethlehem  School  has  increased  its  staff  by  the  addi- 
tion of  one  full  time  teacher. 

This  addition  has  made  the  following  program 
changes  possible: 

1.  Increased  school  administration  by  25%. 

2.  Student  Council  for  Grade  8. 

3.  Full  time  Remedial  Reading  Program. 

4.  Physical  Education  Instruction  for  Grades  5-8, 
Boys  and  Girls. 

5.  Certified  Basketball  Coach  for  Grades  7-8,  Boys 
and  Girls. 

6.  Art  for  boys  and  girls  for  Grades  5-6. 

7.  Two  study-project  periods  with  supervision. 

8.  Provided  preparation  periods  for  teachers. 

9.  Decreased  extra  duty  pressure  on  teachers. 

10.     Faculty  trained  four  teacher  aids. 

The  staff  has  continued  to  up-date  and  up-grade  their 
education  with  seven  faculty  members  attending  Edu- 
cational Extension  Courses. 
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The    following    building    improvements    have    been 
made: 

1.  New  cement  steps  by  front  entrance. 

2.  Screens  made  for  lunch  room  windows. 

3.  Back  wall  paneled  in  Grade  6  by  coat  rack. 

4.  New  coat  rack  and  shelf  in  Grade  5. 

5.  Floors  varnished  in  auditorium,  Lab,  and  Grade 
8. 

6.  Ceilings  painted  in  boys'  basements. 

7.  New  urinal  installed  in  boys'  room  on  top  floor. 

8.  New  vacuum  pump  installed  in  heating  system.
